President Hyink issued a statement

State College at the end of the current 
school year. Announcing it at this time 
will give the committee ample time to 
find a replacement.” 


Dr. Hyink announced that he has 
accepted a position as a senior professor 
of political science at Cal State Fullerton 
beginning with the fall term 1972 





“My tenure here has been a valuable 
experience,” he said, “working with the 
many good people here and with this fine 
and developing institution. | look forward 
to the continuation of this semester and 
the completion of certain projects before 
the year is over.” 


He cited accomplishments like the new 
statement on College Objectives and 
Purposes for the new catalog, an increase 
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in enrollment, tne establishment of a B.A. 
program in Child Development, and 
Environmental Studies, along with “new 
options” in Asian American Studies, and 
in Native American Studies, the opening 
of a child care center on campus, and the 
completion of new buildings, as weil as a 
new bikeway and bike compound.

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Response from Board of Justice 
This 
recent allegations in the Hornet 


is in response to the 


regarding Board of Justice 
decisions. It has, unfortunately, 
been the case that the Hornet 
has become so involved in its 
diatribe against student 
government, in general, that it 
has committed a multitude of 
improprieties and substantive 
errors in several of its 
commentaries. It is unfortunate 
that the student court has been 
so implicated in the political 
battle that is being waged 
currently between the executive 
and legislative branches of the 
student government. The 
student court serves as a court of 
original jurisdiction, handling 
cases or controversies which fall 
within the rubric of the ASSSC 
Constitution, Statutes, etc. 
Besides handling controversies, 


the court functions as an 
interpretive body making 
declaratory judgments when 


requested by the ASSSC officers 
or organizations. Recently, 
several of these judgments have 
been requested by both the 
ASSSC_ Elections Coordinator 
and the ASSSC Student Body 
President. In one _ particular 
judgment, the court was asked 
to interpret Article VI, Section 
I, A,B,C,D and E and in 
particular the meaning of the 
phrase “full time student.” (See 
Action 4-S-72). In this particular 
instance, the court ruled that 
students with less than a “full 
time”’ status the semester prior 
to their candidacy were 
disqualified from running. One 
of those disqualified was Scott 
Burns. Parts of Burn’s article in 
the Hornet of March 22, 1972, 
connote that the BOJ’s actions 
in this case were unwise. We

Not only 
was our Bill or Rights openly 
mocked by Senate members, but 
so were Senate Statutes, their 
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refer Scott Burns to the Board 


of Judicial Appeal in this 
particular instance. 
In regards to Burn’s 


commentary on ouiDeclaratory 
judgment of March 17, 19772, it 
is apparent that the author’s 
understanding of the structure 
of the ASSSC is extremely 
limited. The Board of Justice was 
asked to elucidate on _ the 
number of senators required to 
convice an ASSSC official in 
cases of impeachment. The 
opinion clearly designates that 
impeachment procedures are to 
be regulated from _ regular 
legislative proceedings. Article 
IV, Section 2C used in the 
declaratory judgment states: 

“A simple majority of the 
members of the Senate shall 
constitute a quorun for 
conducting business, unless 
otherwise specified in the 
Constitution.” 

The Board of Justice also 
specifies in their opinion that 
the nature and sericusness of 
the impeachment process 
constitutes a special case and are 
covered as such in Statute 220 
and in Article VI, Section 2 of 
the ASSSC Constitution. We 
suggest that the allegations made 
in the Hornet on March 22, 
1972, page 4, concerning this 
BOJ Declaratory judgment were 
made in ignorance. Further, we 
would suggest that future efforts 
made to comment on_ the 
activities of the judicial branch 
of student government should be 
based upon fact rather than 
upon personal political 
convictions. It seems to us that 
in so far as the Hornet is 
concerned, the last vestiges of 
credibility are at stake.

related Bylaws, and various parts 
of our Constitution.

serious. We, the Brothers of 
Delta Sigma Pi, believe that the 
Senate could well heed the 
winds that are beginning to stir 
the apathetic majority of this 
campus. If the Senate does not 
start responsing more to the 
needs of the SSC Student Body, 
instead of engaging in political 
emotionalism, they had better 
be prepared to defend their own 
records on an individual basis.

We would “like to 
suggest that during the Easter 
Recess, the Senate (or at least 
those members actively 
supporting impeachment) get 
together with the President and 
Vice-President and decide what 
exactly the problem is. Then, 


after having defined the 
problem, they could better 
correct the condition(s) that 
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created the problem. 

This whole problem could 
conceivably be cleared up by 
April 3, at which time the 
Senate and Executive Branch 
could operate more efficiently 
after setting up new grounds for 
communication. We see this as 
especially criticai at this point in 
time, taking into account the 
upcoming elections and budget 
hearings. These are areas that 
will affect ALL students on 
campus. We feel as such, these 
matters deserve the complete 
and undivided attention of both 
the Senate and the Executive 
branch.

If sticking to one’s guns was 
the main criterion for choosing 
an American. president, 
Representative John Ashbrook 
of Ohio would be sitting in the 
White House in 1973. 

In the face of a period of 
national liberalism when even 
Richard Nixon is a Keynesian, 
Republican Ashbrook has 
continued to espouse one of the 
purest brands of conservatism in 
the country. 

The Americans for 
Constitutional Action, a highly 
conservative watchdog 
organization, rated his voting 
record 100% correct in 1968 and 
1969, and 93% in 1971. 

His was one of two dissenting 
votes when 381 of his fellow 
congressmen passed a tax reform 
bill in December of 1971 to shift 
part of the national income tax 
burden from individuals to 
corporations. 

Very much his own man, the 
presidential primary candidate 
has co-existed uneasily with 
Republican party leaders since 
about 1960 when he began to 
take exception to the party’s 
moderate candidates, who did 
not measure up to Ashbrook’s 
standard of conservatism. 

He endorsed Nixon against 
Wallace in 1968, however, 
writing that ‘“‘He (Nixon) knows 
that our colleges and universities 
must be allowed to pursue their 
proper tasks unhampered by 
mobs of thugs and malcontents 
who are Nazis in every way but 
their uniforms.” 

Last Christmas Ashbrook 
took part in a mile-long “‘United 
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the entire impeachment process 
as being highly irregular in 
relation to the process dictated 
at higher levels of government. 
We do not believe that it is fair 
for the Sente to both bring the 
charges for impeachment and to 
act as judge after having done so. 

At the very least we would 
like to suggest that the Senators 
who brought the charges for 
impeachment, should be 
involuntarily restricted to an 
abstaining vote. We also suggest 
that the Senate’s Statute 
Revision Committee (should 
they decide to appoint one) look 
into a possible revision of the 
Impeachment Statutes to 
eliminate this conflict in the 
future.

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motorcade in New 
York City to counteract the 
local peace demonstrations 
taking place there. 

“I’m just getting a little tired 
of those who are always 
criticizing America,” he told the 
flag-waving multitude. ‘There 
are things wrong with this 
country, but you are taking a 
Step in correcting that.” 

After a visit to Rhodesia in 
1967, Ashbrook went on record 
in support of Prime Minister Ian 
Smith’s regime there. Despite a 
general public feeling that Smith 
is an extreme white racist 
Ashbrook defended the minority 
rule (whites comprise 6% of the 
population) as necessary to keep 
the newly independent country 
from degenerating back into 
“tribalism.’”” When the black 
majority (94%) merit it, he says, 
the minority will give them full 
rights as citizens. 

He would not advise the 
United States to honor Great 
Britain’s embargo of Rhodesia, 
her former colony, unless she

stops trading with North 
Vietnam. 
Fiscally, Ashbrook has 
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opposed large-scale, 
large-spending federal programs 
such as the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. “The poor—to say 
nothing of the taxpayers—de- 
serve something better than the 
‘war on Poverty’, ” he said, 
which diverts the majority of its 
funds into a giant bureaucratic 
tangle. 

He would also propose 
replacing Medicare with 
“tax-credit, voluntary medical 
aid.” 

Adam Clayton 
mis-handling of 
funds, in fact, prompted 
Ashbrook’s first public 
exclamation in 1963. He called 
Powell on the carpet for his 
lengthy absences and his private 
use of public money, breaking 
an unwritten rule against public 
criticism of fellow congressmen. 

At 44, Ashbrook is also a 
Practicing attorney and 
publisher of the Johnstown 
(Ohio) Independent. He served 
in the Ohio House of 
Representatives from 1956 until 
his election to Congress in 1960. 

A 1952 Harvard graduate, 
Ashbrook recalled that studying 
under “Harvard liberals’ Arthur 
Schlesinger, John Kenneth 
Galbraith and Samuel Beer drove 
him into conservatism.

If you have ever experienced

I 
encountered these folks one 


night enroute from Sacramento 
to Auburn. They were coming 
froin San Francisco heading into 
Nevada County, or somewhere 
around there looking for a place 
to start a new life of sorts. He 
was probably 35, though he 
looked like a character out of a 
novel, scrubby black chin beard, 
levi jacket, boots, and missing 
two fingers on his right hand. 
Life had obviously been diverse 
for this fellow, earthy to say the 
least, well wise to the way of the 
world. She was dressed in levi’s 
too, short blond hair, meek in 
personality, excited about the 
journey and their expedition for 
survival 


The first topic of conversation 
was the whereabouts of a cheap 
gas station.

we proceeded, discussing the 
possible employment 
possibilities in the mountain 
towns of the Northern Sierra. A 
pleasant enough but not overly 
detailed discussion of life ensued 
that came to an abrupt end with 
the intersection of Highway 49 
and Elm Street in Auburn. Them 
on their way, I on mine, never, 
probably to cross paths again.

Who are the POW's?

She appears on one of those 
late night spots devoted to 
public service announcements. 
Giving her name and address, 
but withholding her rank and 
serial number, she explains that 
her husband has been a prisoner 
of war for three years. At the 
end of the allotted thirty 
seconds, she appeals, “Won't 
you help me bring my husband 
home?” 

No, lady, I, for one, definitely 
will not! 

I’m sick to death of you and 
your sobbing supporters and the 
mass hysteria you’ve generated 


about your poor imprisoned 
relatives. Prisoners of war? 
Bullshit. Perpetrators of war is 


more like it. Your husband and a 
few more like him have done too 
much to perpetuate and extend 
the war in Indochina. I know 
Two years ago, | humped the 
boonies in Vietnam as a grunt. 
Now, the little sympathy I had 
for the prisoners has eroded like 
a block of ice in a pail of water. 
My concern is for the forgotten, 
ignored wounded, the kids who 
watched Lady Luck turn on her 
fickle heel and walk away. Let 
me tell you about them, sweet 
sister of late night TV. And let 
me tell you also about your 
husband and the groups he 


represents. Let’s compare the 
two groups; POW’s and 
wounded. 


How many are they? At most, 
there may be 600 POW’s. That 
number represents less than one 
thousandth of one per cent 
(.001%) of the 310,000 
wounded. For every POW, there 
are more than 600 Gls who have 
lost legs, arms, balls or guts. 

Who are they? Some of the 
wounded are good buddies. 
They are young, of high school 
background and too 
unsophisticated to successfully 
resist of evade the draft. Almost 
without exception, they are 
draftees. And they are part of

ANAIS NIN to speak 


There will be a convocation 
today at 11 a.m. in the Men’s 
Gym. The much celebrated and 
liberated Anais Nin’s topic will 
be Furrawn (intimate talk). 


In 1932 she published her 
first book, D. H. LAWRENCE: 
AN UNPROFESSIONAL 
STUDY. This work brought her 
to the attention of Paris literary 
circles, especially those of Henry 
Miller and Antonin Artaud. She 
also at this time became 
interested in psychoanalysis, was 
analysed herself, and later as an 
analyst, had patients. 

In New York at the beginning 
of World War II, she lived in 
Greenwich Village, gave up her 
practice as analyst, bought a 
printing press, and began to 
print the work of other artists 
and herself. Among the 


published works of Anais Nin 
are the following: HOUSE OF 
INCEST; UNDER A GLASS 
BELL; WINTER OF ARTIFICE; 


COLLAGES, a five volume 
novel; and her DIARY OF 
ANAIS NIN. 


The diary is currently her 
most noted work. Begun on the 


ship that brought her to 
America, it describes the 
courageous liberation of a 


woman artist whe confronted a 
culture in which the assumption 
was (is) that artists are men. Her 
own position is stated in D. H. 
LAVRERCS : AN 
UNPROFESSIONAL STUDY: 
“The modern woman desires 
also to build her own world 
directly, not through the man 
The woman who creates a world 
directly is the  artist-builder 
woman.”

Wine so sweet...

Slick, that’s the only way to 
describe it, glossy, like a 
‘photograph, so red that it 
appears surreal, and when it hits 
your lips, a sensation of smooth 
silk overcomes your whole 
mouth, your taste buds explode 
with an unknown vibrance, and 
it goes finally down your throat 
like an air glider slips its way 
over hills and fields. 

We had just driven to this 
place, tucked into the middle of 
a vineyard, that itself is nestled 
in a narrow little valley, with 
perpetually green, strange and 
Tolkein like mountains on either 
side. 

The building is new, but 
graceful, a light brown the color 
of earth, rounded with gentle 
arches, housing the apparati to 
create an age one of nature’s 
finest gifts to Hedonistic 
impulses, wine. 

We talked about it for weeks, 
we were going to pack a picnic 
lunch, get in the car, go hit every 
winery we could before 
succumbing to a state of so 
loaded we could hardly move, 
drunkenly attempt to drive up 


Mount St. Helena to Robert 
Louis Stevenson State Park, 
wander off into the woods, 
devour all eatibles, and slosh 
down a bit more wine. That was 
the plan. 

“8:12 and a Tuesday 


morning,”’ came the voice out of 
my clock radio, “70 degrees 
outside, with clear skies.” It was 
April, springtime, and the 
weather warm, the world a littie 
loose. It was time to go, time to 
really do it. The hell with the 
picnic lunch, let’s go taste wine. 

Much to my amazement, two 
hours later we were passing the 
last vestiges of the town of 
Napa, embarking down a tree 
lined highway, headed for stop 
number one, Oakville. 

The Mondavi family 
purchased a vineyard and winery 
some years ago, a respected 
Napa Valley name, Charles Krug. 
Prospering well, one of the 
Mondavi’s wandered down the 
road a bit, and started, not too

many years ago, a new winery. 

Upon arriving at the Robert 
Mondavi Winery, we decided to 
dispense with the guided tour, 
and just go in and sample their 
software. “Wine,” they told us, 
should be consumed in a glass 
that allows you to experience all 
of the things about that wine, 
such as taste, smell, color. A 
large wine glass was presented to 
us, filled with a delicate white 
gold colored liquid with the 
fragrance of fresh cool fruit, big 
cold juicy green grapes on a hot 
summer day. 

The proper order is two 
whites, a rose, and then two 
reds. Our “tour guide,” during 
our stay in this grand duchy of 
vitaculture, was a youngish cat, 
very serious about his goods, and 
obviously, his taste buds as well. 
We sampled 3 whites, 1 rose, and 
4 reds. 

They age their wine, as the 
bottle will politely tell you, in 
white oaken casks, imported 
from European forests. Small 
casks, best, in their opinion, as 
opposed to huge barrels nearly 
two stories high. Best for 
delicate aging processes, one of 
wine’s most subtle but absolute 
essential qualities. Given the 
utmost in care from start to 
finish, all the way from being 
picked in the vineyards just out 
the door, to being bottled and 
released to the consumption of 
only a seemingly selected few. 

Gamay is an independent red 
wine. It reached the height of its 
flavor at a very young and 
tender age. Deep in red, the 
bouquet caresses your nostrils 
with a sensation of a new kind 
of high, and your mouth is 
overcome with joy at that taste, 
that first drop of Gamay. 

The bottle’s label read 1968, 
it was among the several 
purchases we made upon our 
departure from Mondavi's corner 
in the Napa Valley, a friendly 
bottle of Gamay, not long after 
used to cleanse our souls and 
bodies, playing all the while with 
our state of mind. The oak trees 
began to talk, we leaned back, 
there was only one thing to do, 
live, and just enjoy being alive.

the wounded saw; they had to 
walk in and clean up the mess. 
The POW’s received benefits, 


prestige, pay and power. Now 
they are receiving benefits of 
publiticy, pity and _ public 
outrage. These latter benefits 
should be given to the grunts 
who deserve them. 

Why should you redirect the 
energy, money and time to the 
wounded? Because those who 
sacrificed the most are now 
getting the least, and those who 
sacrificed the least are now 
getting the most. Because you 
can’t affect the POW’s anyhow. 
Never have prisoners been 
repatriated before hostilities 
ended. If you want them home, 
end the war. Admittedly, it’s 
easier to face a problem half a 
world away than to face one 


right here and now, in your 
state, your town, your 
neighborhood. 


What can you do to help the 
wounded? The first thing is give 
a damn. What good is your 
moral indignation about the war; 
So what if you knew the score 
seven years ago? Are you going 
to ignore them because they
